iPlunge Ahead in France 
and Flanders to Prevent 
Gtermans from Rushing 
Their Reinforcements Into

London, Dec. 19.—(12:55 p. m.)— 
[The co-ordination of military movements 
Sn the east and west, which has been 
observed since the commencement of the 
•war, is now shown in a striking way in 
the offensive movenient of the allies in 
northern France and Flanders, keeping 
the Germans engaged 
and 
preventing 
them from sending reinforcements east- 
ward. 
The allies claim gains' in Flan- 
ders and France during the past few 
days which are said to counterbalance 
German advances in Poland. 


Progress of the allies in the vicinity 
of La Bassee, where the Germans had 
clung tenaciously to their positions for 
so many weeks, is regarded here as par- 
ticularly noteworthy, as the German's 
^«pear point there had presented an ir- 
isitating problem. 
The advance of the 
kallies thns far has been slow, but Brit- 
ish military critics expect it to gain im- 
3>8ttt8. 


British and French military writers 
W y that the doubts expressed by them 
íM the correctness of the German an- 
•atrancement that a historic battle has 
been won over the Rnssian hosts in 
•Poland are borne out by the apparent 
ilessening of enthusiasm at Berlin where 
^the atmosphere during the last few days 
••was surcharged with exuberant rejoicing, 
^he Berlin Vorwaerts rebukes its col- 
Seagues for what it calls their ''exagge- 
[lated deduction" fiiom the 
vague 
in- 
formation' available. 


It is evident that Grand Duke Nich- 
loIaB has drawn in a portion of the Rus- 
iaian. front from the Lowice-Ilow line to 
'^traiehments nearer Warsaw. 
There 
been no admission from Petrogr^id, 
,however, oí any serious reverses in the 
itfield of operations along the 
Vistula 
'river, such ae must nec^sarily have pre- 
ceded a general Gterman victory. 
It is 
regarded here as quite possible that the 
«illicB have scored successes in some lo- 
/calities althoTjgh there is no informa- 
•tion available as to their time or loca- 
tion. 


The reverse which Petrograd says the 
Germane have suffered in the region of 
-Mlawa near the East Prussian frontier, 
is believed in London to have interfered 
with th« 
operations of 
the 
Germans 
along the Vistula. 
It is asserted un- 
officially at Petrograd that the Ger- 
maiiB have evacuated Lodz, finding that 
city of no greater strategic value 
to 
them than it was to the Russians. Last 
night's oflficial communication from the 
Busaian war office stated definitely that 
all Austro-German attacks aJoug the left 
bank of the Vistula which have been in 
progress for several days have been re- 
tpnlsed. 


"In spite of very spirited counter at- 
tacks, the positions taken by us Decem- 
ber 17 have been retained. 


"In the region of Albert during the 
night from December 17-18 and during 
the day of the 18th we advanced under 
a very violent fire of the enemy and we 
reached the barbed wire entanglements 
of the second line of German trenches. 
To the north of 
Maricourt 
we 
were 
obliged to abandon a trench occupied 
the night before and set on fire by the 
enemy by means of hand granades. 


"Several German trenches have been 
occupied in the region of Maraets, and 
in the vicinity of Lihons three violent 
counter .attacks on the part of the Ger- 
mans have been repulsed. 


"In the region of the iUsne 
there 
have been artillery engagements and in 
Champagne the artillery of the enemy 
showed December 18 increased activity 
as compared to the 17th. 


"In the Argonne, in the forest of La 
Grurie, we blew up a German undermin- 
ing trencli. Near St. Hubert the enemy 
by a very spirited attack succeeded in 
making slight progress. 


"It has been confirmed that on the 
heights of the Mouse our fire, directed 
by aviators, demolished two heavy bat- 
teries of the enemy and damaged a third 
battery. 


"From the Mense to the Vosges there 
is nothing to report. 
In the 
Vosges 
there has been spirited 
German rifle 
firing, but no attack."

Southampton,

9.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—Insan- 
ity and nervous prostration are claiming 
large numbers of the allies w^ho have 
lain for weeks under German fire in the 
trenches about 
Ypres. 
The 
insanity 
wards in the big government hospital at 
Netley arc filled to overflowing and all 
the hospitals in the south of England 
have niiiny patients who suff'ered abso- 
lute nervous collapse and have been sent 
back to England for treatment. 


Most of the cases showed decided im- 
provement as soon as the men get into 
new surfoundinps and are afforded quiet. 
Many' of the patients 
suffering with 
nervous afTlictions and who 
declared 
when they left Belgium that they could 
never endure further scrvice under the

fire of heavy gims, clamor to rettim to 
the field of action as soon as they get' 
a grasp on their nerves. 


An amazing number of invalided sol» 
diers have never been touched by a bul- 
let or shell and show no physical signs 
of disability. 
Some of the most des- 
perate cases are men who were terribly 
shocked by shells which exploded near 
them. 
Ono sergeant, a boy of 18, who 
recently left Netle^' to visit his Tela-, 
tives in Manclicstei'. was hurled through 
the air for fifty feet by the force of an 
exploding 
shell, not 
a 
fragment < of 
which touched him. 
Both of his ear- 
drums were broken a-nd he Avaa uncon- 
scious for several days. 
His brain was 
so affected that he was unable' to seo 
anything for weeks if hé became the 
least excited. "When he left the Netley 
hospital he still walked somewhat un- 
steadily and complained that dark spots 
frequently appeared before 
his 
eyes. 
Physicians send 
such 
patients 
away 
from hospitals as speedily as possible 
that they may be more free from mili- 
tary surroundings and reminded less 
frequentlv of their experiences in the 
field.

NO MORE LIQUOR TO 
ANN ARDOR STUDEtiïS 


Ann Arbor, Mch., Dec. 19.—By aiBrm- 
ing the conviction of Lawrence Damm, 
an Ann.Arbor saloonkeeper found guilty 
of selling liquor to University of Mchi- 
gan students, the state supreme'^court 
today placed the ban on under-gradu- 
ates liquor drinking in the university 
town.

As the result of a conference held in 
•Indianapolis Thtirsday at which MayorW. 
J. Hosey and City Attorney Guy Coler- 
ick, of Fort Wayne, and Mayor Fred W. 
Keller, flf South.. Bend, were in attend- 
ance, bills for several important changes, 
inl and additions 'to the cities and towns 
cpde as effecting cities of the second 
class will be drafted and presented to^ 
the next session of the legislature. Of 
thèse bills City Attorney Colerick will 
draw the majority and South Bend will 
prepare the others. 


Among the measures agreed upon as 
necessary one of the most important 
relates to the procedure for maÛng 
condemnations 
and 
assessments 
for 
street openings. 
The bill upon that 
subject will provide that where assess- 
ments of benefits and damages have 
been made and appeal In any case taken 
from the board of works, with the result 
that damages in excess of the board's 
award have been adjudged by'courts, 
the board of works may rescind all ac- 
tion and make a refunder to property 
owners who have paid their assessments 
or as an alternative may mtJce a reas- 
sessment and prorate among tiie prop- 
erty owners the efxcess allowed by the 
courts. This will exempt the city from 
obligations to pay; such excess out of the 
general fund as now is the case. It vrill 
also proviée for bonding such assesP 
ments, ^s in the case of pavements. 


It was agreed thai there should be a 
bill clearly defining the, procedure and 
matter of laying the cost of installing 
and 
maintaining 
ornamenal 
lighting 
systems. 
Fort Wayne has had litiga- 
tion on this subject and South Bend also 
has problems. 


Another bill will provide that a city 
may grade and curb streets by assess- 
ment without the establishment of other 
improvements. 
This will be offered as 
a part to be incorporated in and made 
an essential part of the street improve 
ment lawe( and will so remove the ob 
stacle of a recent supreme .courdeci 
sion that forbids making assessments 
for such impridvements. 


A very important measure will be one 
that shall provide that when bonded aa 
sessments for street improvements have 
been prepaid interest for the balance of 
the term for 
which assessments have 
been~ bonded 
shall 
cease. 
Under the 
present ¿aw interest is paid for the full 
term^ which works a hardship on 'prop 
erty owners. 
Recently it was shown 
tiiat by the cessation of interest in some 
cities those municipalities had to go 
into their general funds to nuike it up 
to the holders of the bonds. 


An amendment will be drawn to per- 
mit a majority of property owners on a 
street proposed to be improved, by peti- 
tion, to have the improvement made in 
cases where the estimated cost of im- 
provement is in excess of 50 per cent, of 
the value of the property abutting. 


Another measure will raise the maxi- 
mum salary of the clerk of the board of 
public works in any city of thé second 
class from $1,000 to $1,800. by action of 
the city council.

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The Garbage Collection Bids. 


The board of i^iiblic works now has under consider- 
ation bids for the collection of garbage in Fort Wayne dur- 
ing the coming year. Proposals have been submitted both 
ior the work as a whole and by individual bidders who de- 
sire to take on the work by small districts, the latter be- 
ing the plan which has been follj^wed during the year now 
closing. Garbage collection, while in no sense an invitiag 
topic, is nevertheless a matter of vital importance from the 
jstandpoint of health, comfort and public sanitation and to 
that extent it enlists the interest of every ciizen. 


The Sentinel believes that no system which has been 
followed since Fort WajTie imdertook the municipal .col-, 
'lection of garbage has proven so successful as the individ- 
ual district arrangement which has'been in use during the 
year now closing. Doubtless it will never be humanly pos- 
sible to secure absolutely perfect collection of garbage in 
any city, but the individual plan has assuredly been pro- 
ductive of more punctual and more regular collection, 
fewer complaints and less dissatisfaction than under the 
old lun^-contract system, the ver.y recollection of which 
jamoimts to little less than a nightmare. In the present ar- 
rangement the one-team bidder wdth an individual district 
for which to be responsible, has done vastly better work 
than resulted when the contract for the entire city was in 
the hands of one concern. The individual bidder has cam- 
paigned for garbage-wrapping until it is said that fully 85 
per cent, of the kitchen garbage is now thus treated be-- 
fore it is placed in the receptacles at the homes. He has 
taken more pains with his work because his responsibil- 
ity was more definitely fixed to a particular district, and 
the general result has been an improvement over any 
fother plan yet tried in this cit^^ It is possible that the 
expense may slightly in'excess of that of the général 
¡contract system, but it is worth'it to have the work well 
(done, and the taxpayer is never umvilling to pay for ef- 
ficient service. It is the other sort that arouses his. ire^ 
B^he bids have not beén made public as yet, and we are 
«entirely without figures' on them, but in the opinion of 
The Sentinel the board of public works ^vill best serve the 
people of Fort Wayne by continued and watchful devel- 
opment of the district i)lan of garbage collection.

his annual Cliristmas letter, which ia 
being read in all the Catholic churches 
of the diocese of 
Fort 
Wayne.

opening Bishop Alerding sn3-s: 


"Dear IJrcthrcn: — Wo arc about to 
commemorate the anniversary 
of the 
birth of the world's Kedeemer, a day 
dear to every Christian heart. Its piu:- 
pose is to emphasize that the mission 
of the incarnate Jesus ia to promote 
God's glory and cffcct man's salvation.

Lafayette, Ind., Dec. 19.—-At a meet- 
ing of the faculty of Purdue university 
it was decided to hold the 
farmers' 
short course as usual in January, the 
dates selected being January 11 to 15.

Very often you find that 
when cutting or slicing a 
cake, that the cake is so 
rich or delicate that the 
. slice breaks or crumbles, 
and you are ashamed to 
serve it to your company.

mend it carefully means to make H 
ierve longer. 
I give here some hints 
t-r the proper náending of such a tear 
!i gingham frocks, etc. 


Darning is used in. mending a tear 
cr cut, by drawing the edges together 
or to make worn places stronger by 
taking little stitches across 
the 
thin 
spot. 


Four things that require care in dam- 
ing: 


1. 
You 
must- 
hold 
your 
needle 
straight. 


2. 
You must have your thread fine 
enough. 


3. 
You must darn on the right side. 


4. 
You must draw 
your 
stitches 
Just tight enough so the tear will not 
pucker. 


Darning of a Three-Comered Tear. 
1. 
Near the center of the piece of 
flannel, make a cut 1 1-2 inches across 
the same distance down the cloth, cut- 
ting from the same point. (Fig. 1.) 


2. 
Hold the tear carefully so as to 
prevent the edges from becoming rough 
and the threads pulling out. 


3. 
With the thread fasten the corn- 
er of the tear into place with small run- 
ning stitches.

Rev. John Kunstmann, together with 
his wife and two small children, arrived 
in Fort Way no Friday afternoon from 
New York city, where they landed last 
Tuesday, and will bo the guests of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Charles 
Bohde, of 
South 
Broad^vt^y, for a few days. Rev. Kunst- 
mann is well known among the German 
residents of this city. 
He studied for 
the ministry at Concordia college, was 
In Dresden, Germany, when hostilities 
began in Europe and in an interview 
with a Sentinel reporter told of the mis- 
fortunes^ which befell him and his fam- 
ily in the old country. 


"Although a native of Germany, I am 
a British subject, being a citixen of Vic- 
toria, 
Australia, 
and 
was 
therefore 
looked upon and treated as an enemy of 
the fatherland," said Rev. Kunstmann. 
"We all were under police surveillanoe 
ever since the war broke out and had 
to report twice daily at the police sta- 
tion. My son Martin was arrested on 
November 6 and taken as a prisoner of 
war to a concentration camp near Ber- 
lin, but I succeeded in getting him free 
that time, proving tj> the satisfaction 
of the military authorities that Martin 
being bom in Victoria was not a Brit- 
ish subject proper, but only a colonist 
and therefore exempt from the severe 
measures against Englishmen. 


"On November 18 I received notice to 
quit Dresden, as did other foreign citi- 
zens of certain classes, but all men from 
15 to 65, with the exception of medical 
men and clergymen, had to stay behind 
as prisoners of war. Being a clergyman, 
permission was granted me to leave 
Germany with my wife and family, but 
my son 'Martin was detained. 
iJl jef- 
forts to obtain his release proved fruit- 
less."'

"Vf« were given ten days to leave i our 
home,^ continued the pastor, "and on the 
27th left Dresden for Riotterdam, Hol- 
land, where we set sail for the United 
States on the steamship Potsdam and 
after a stormy vovage of two weeks 
landed In New York."

in Abundance from America's Toytown 


W i n c h e n d o n / N o w in 
Idmdiight as Result of 
War Which Lowered Im- 
ports of European Toys.'

Winchfiulon, 
Mass., 
Dec. 19.—The 
busiest season America's Tamous "Toy- 
town" lias ever knoun is about to end 
here as a result of the close proximity 
of Cliristnias! 


Thanks to 
America's 
Nuremburg, 
\^'inche^clon, Mass. (official geography 
name), the shortage of .toys predicted 
at the outbreak of the war is nullified. 
For Toytown has been as busy as a bee 
hive all summer, fall and early win- 
ter. 


Rocking horses, 
drums, 
ten 
pins, 
Noah's arks, have been pouring from 
Toytown in a constant stream to fill 
the rush orders from American mer- 
chants. 


It's a ivoiidcrful place, is Toytown. 
But don't you say Winchendon to 
anybody in Toytown! 
The folks there 
like their unofficial name a whole lot 
better than they do the official one. 
With something less than half the town's 
population making its living out of the 
toy industry; w'ith the biggest toy fac- 
tory in the whole world whirring and 
buzzing and liamniering away in their 
midst—is it any Avonder they feel proud 
of their unofficial name? 


Nuremburg, iu Germany, everybody 
knows, is the famous toy city of the 
old Avorld. "Wlien the war started, Am- 
erican merchants gasped, "We will get 
nothing from Nuremburg! 
"N^liat will 
AVe do for toys?" 


Could those merchants but alight at 
the railroad station in Toytown and be- 
hold the great jocking horse, eighteen 
feet high, proudly chaming his bit and 
glaring at every locomotive that rolls 
past him, they would take heart I 


There is Toytowu's proclamation and 
challenge—the biggest rocking horse in 
the world is the first object that meets 
the eye of every visitor to Toytown, 
and ho stands for Toytown's toys—an 
output that would have taken very good 
care of all the Santa Clauses in Amer- 
ica, even if Nuremburg hadn't gotten 
a fair percentage of its shipments into 
this country before the war began— 
which, as a matter of faot, Nuremburg 
had. 


It was thirty-eight years ago that 
Mortqn E. Converse started Toytown's 
first toy factory with twenty-five men. 
Today there are two Converse factories, 
employing some SOO-iiands, and there is 
a third factory, that of the IVÎason, & 
Parker company, with about 200 people. 
The annual output of thèse three fac- 
tories runs into millions of dollars— 
the number of toy-filled freight cars 
which the big rocking horse has sped 
on their way, from his perch beside the 
depot, would undoubtedly make the good 
folk of -Nuremburg gasp. 


If those German toymakers have been 
thinking they were_ making the world's 
toys, they've got another guess, com-

ing. And for those of us on this sido 
who may have been thinking the same 
thing—it's just another case of "see 
America first!" 


Of all the toys made in Amjerica, Toy- 
town now produces about two-thirds of 
the toy drums, and more than half the 
rocking horses, blackboards, dolls' trunks 
and musical chimes. 


It turns out enormous quantities of 
Noah's arks, tool chests, ten-pins and 
practically everything else to be found 
at a toy counter. 


The war has boomed business in Toy- 
town this year, but the toy manufac- 
turers expect it to boom it still more 
next year, and even for three or four 
years to come. 


TTiey argue that the blow which the 
war must have dealt the German toy 
industry will be far more in evidence 
next year than it was this season. 


'Usually the Toytown factories run 
about eight months a year. 
This sea- 


son they expect to reopen at New Years 
after a very short Cliristmas shut-down, 
and'run at top speed till it's time for 
Santa to fill his packs in 1915. 


So "it's an ill wind case," say the 
toymakers of Toytown as they read 
the news of the war. 


"In 1913," said a manufacturer; "the 
importation- of toys from Germany was 
valued at wholesale jrates at $8,856,675. 
The factories of the United States pro- 
duced playthings worth about $8,284,000. 
Eliminating such articles as sleds, veloci- 
pedes, etc., the American output 
what 
we makers call real toys was not much 
more than $4,000,000. 


"The market in low-priced mechanical 
toys must come to a standstill. 
We 
cannot compete in this country with 
the cheap German goods. 
I do not 
mean the really good mechanical toys; 
those w© can and shall make in Amer- 
ica; I mean'the kind you buy on the 
street for five and ten cents."

are 
taught to handle a 
gun. 


The 
day 
of 
the 
skilled frontier rifle- 
man is past; we have 
no 
''minute 
men," 
nowadays, and loaded 
uuskets do not hang 
ready for use over 
he fireplace in mod- 
ern five-room 
flats. 
Moreover, no state 
Gen. A. L. Mills, 
maintains 
all 
the 
militia organizations even at the pre- 
scribed peace strength. 
In many cases 
the deficiency is so great that the com- 
panies would be of no military value 
at all to the United States government. 


These conclusions are inevitably drawn 
from the report of Brigadier General A. 
L. Mills, chief of the division of militia 
affairs. 


According to the census, the number 
of males of militia age, that is, between 
18 and 45 years, was 20,548,347 men in 
1910. But discardinpr the imfit, and bas- 
ing the number on those reported avail- 
able for military duty by the adjutants 
general of the several states, the num- 
ber of men 
is 
16,647,347. The 
total 
strength of the organized militia, ac- 
cording to General Mills, is 125,478 of- 
ficers and men. 
This amoimts to only 
one in 125, or. eight-tenths of one per 
cent., trained to armsf 


These figures cast a rather doubtful 
light upon President Wilson's statement 
that the reliance of the United States Is 
on a "citizenry trained in the 
nee of 
arms." 


The organized militia is diTided Into 
twelve divisional districts, the theory be- 
ing that each district will supply enough 
militia, properlv proportioned in the va- 
rious arms of the s e ^ c e to form a com- 
plete tactical division. 


At the present time, only one division 
of the twelve is "practically" complete. 
This the Sixth division (Xew 
tork) 


One more, the Seventh division (Penn- 
sylvania) "is believed to be assured of 
a correct organization in the near fu- 
ture.** All tile others are 
incomplete, 
topheavy with infantry 
as compared 
with auxiliary troops, lacking transport, 
under authorized strength, and general- 
ly disoimnized. 


An infantry company in war Is com- 
posed of 180 men, a caval^ troop of 
100 men, an artillery battery, of 171 
men. 
The "peace strength," however, 
is much less than these figures. 
The 
war department has prescribed a infaii- 
mum strength for Infantry companiee 
In time of peace of 65 men; for cavalry 
troops, 65 men; and for field artillery 
batteries, 133 men. 
This means that 
in time of war these "skeleton" compa- 
nies, troons and batteries would have 
to be filled up with recruits—green men. 
This is bad enough. But an «xamina- 
tlon.of the annual returns rendered by 
the adjutants, general of the several 
states reveals that even this "minimum 
strength" is not reached. 


"Such an examination for the year 
ended December 31, 1913," says General 
Mails, "will reveal the fact thut the or-i 
ganized militia as a whole is deficient | 
in stren^h and that 
this 
deficiency 
reaches the serious figure of nearly 16,- 
menl 


"It win show that more than 00 per 
oent. of the infantry and engineer com- { 
panies, 70 per cent; 
of 
the' cavaci 
troops, 80 per cent, of the coast artil- 
lery companies, and practically 'all of 
the field artillery battéries, are below 
the {«escribed minimum." 


In addition it is found that "only one 
militia division (the Sixth) has its full 
quota of field artillery. 


Seven , of the twelve divisions have no 
engineer troops whatsoever, two haye 
more. than the required quota^ and three 
have one or more organizations, but less 
than the proper quòta.

Seventy-second 
Highlanders, the Fifth Gurkhas and the 
Second and Twenty-ninth Punjab In- 
fantry. 
Between the Highlanders and 
the Gurkhas there always has existed a

martial 
rivalry—the

courageous men without the slightest hint 
of jealously. 


It was a moonlight night and the ad- 
vancing column picked its way silently 
through the gorges and along tLe cliffs. 
The enemy was unexpectedly 
reached 
and stirred to action just before dawn. 
At the command to charge up the shot 
swept height the native Gui-khas" de- 
terminedly sprang ahead of their Scotch 
comrades and with fixed bayonets fiercely 
swarmed into the first Afghan intrench-

They killed all who stood before 
them and bounded onward as the men of 
the Seventy-second, eager for a share of 
the glory, entered the battle circle.

The Iea:ding Seventy- 
second troops canght up with them, and 
shoalder to shoulder they raced to death 
aud i o victory, the Briton and the Indian 
being mowed down together as they ad- 
vanced. 
The two regiments gained the 
second intrenchment, 200 yards higher 
up the steep side, almost neck and neck. 
The Gurkhas declared afterward they 
Wère bayoneting the defenders a second 
or two ahead of their Scotch comrades, 
and the claim was generally allowed. 
Together the two commands then rushed 
the third position, commanding the head 
of the pass. 


When the baùie was won the dark 
skinned and the light skinned soldier 
paused pantingly and shook hands. 
At 
the close of the war, tWo years later, 
the Scotch soldiers were surprised one 
night to find hung in their quarters a 
shield of remembrance, the inscription 
thereon reading that it was from the 
men of the Fifth Ourkhas to the men of 
the Seventy-sécond Highlanders as

token of appreciatlbn of comradeship dur- 
ing trying times. 
The Scotchmen re- 
turned the compliment in a suitable way 
later, and if you want to know how a

During the Tirah campaign 
of 1899 the fall of the picket, post of 
Saragurhi on the Samana ridge, gar- 
risoned by twenty-ono Sikhs, saw a 
tragic piece of . fighting fully équal to 
deejJs of the ancient demJgods. 
Cut off 
by a^force of Afridia numbering thou- 
sands, this little band for six hoiirs 
repulsed the enemy magnificently, kill- 
ing their assailants by scores. 
They 
were finally reduced by Afridi bullets 
to j w t one splendid Sikh, Who defended 
the guard-room door alone as the walls 
fell. 
The guardroom Was set on fire 
' behind him, and he continued, to face 


i and fire at his foes until the flames 
Enveloped his devoted, battling body, 


i His one rifle had shot down twenty, 


j and the enemy admitted 200 killed and 
{ many more wounded by the Sikhs who 
' had perished. 


There have beén otlier classes of valor- 
ous Sepoys additional to the Gurkhas and 
Sikhs chat have reflected credit upon the 
Anglo-Indian army. It was the French 
who first made use of the dark skinned 
battler in India, the name for the native 
soldier b^ing Sipahi, from which the 
word Sepoy was evolved by the English. 
As early as the seventeenth century these 
troops were driliedf\and incorporated with 
the Buropean contingents of France bat-^ 
tling for a foothold in the strange land. 
They helped the French defend Pondi- 
cherry from the combined sea and land 
attack of the Enftish in 1748. ^ e n the 
celebrated Glive went against Calcutta in 
1706 ho to6k 1,200 «ipahis to the'attack^

The 
last trouble occurred while France was 
at war with Prussia, it being deemed a 
propitious time by the rebels because a 
large number of troops had been with- 
drawn from Africa to aid the cause of 
Napoleon III. in Europe. 


Among the troops thus brought over 
from Africa were a large number of Al- 
gerian Turcos. 
They came heralded as 
fierce fighters, asking and giving no 
quarter. They met the German allies on 
severál hard fought fields and fully justi- 
fied their reputations. 
Several of their 
tricks of war were decidedly Scythian. 
Prussia soon began to complain of their 
unnatural ferocity. It was stated at the 
time of the war that a favorite ruse was 
to ask for quarter, as if the plea were 
genuine, and then destory the enemy who 
was weak enough to listen to their prayer. 


At the battle of Sedan a regiment of 
Turcos held a pivotal point of the field 
for an hour after three of the European 
regiments of the army had successively 
become demoralized under fire and re- 
treated. 
Just eighteen of the Turcos 
survived the fearful cannon fire on the 
point they defended. 
When ordered to 
retire they withdrew sullenly, turning a 
look of scorn on the French officer who 
! gave them the command.

This first batch of Sepoys stood by Eng" 
land in 176G when her own English offi- 
cers and troops mutinied. They formed 
the nucleus of the army that later helped 
win Bengal and fiihar, to annex £lenares 
and the delta of the Ganges, to invade 
Afghanistan and to acquire the Punjab. 


The so-called Turcos of the French 
colonial army in Africa are its principal 
native soldiers.

the Prussian in France as their fathers 
did.

The Sikhs have a title for the more 
martial of their people, a title originated 
nearly five hundred years ago by Nanak, 
thé founder of their sect- This title is 
"Singh," meaning "Lion of His Race." 
The native rulers—under the British dom- 
ination—still carry this distinctive Singh 
in their titles, but they are lions of the 
Anclo-Saxon race these days. 
Will there ever come again a Singh who 
will be a Singh for the Sikh? Who can 
tell? 
Little Servia "came back" after 
five hundred years of slavery under the 
heel of the Turk. History's scroll is not 
yet rolled or unrolled for the last time. 
In the meantime Sikh and Turco are 
fierce fighters for their masters. 


Loyal as their native troops are to 
England and 
Fiance, 
both 
countri« 
have found fierce fighters in the past 
among the soldiers of the other darken 
races of the earth who have disputed 
their advancing dominion. 
Kipling has 
immortalized 
tlie 
"Fuzzy-wuJszy," 
or 
battling Arab of the Soudan, who at 
EI Tab and Tamai. in the early months 
of 1883 fought in close grapple, desper- 
ately 
and 
courageously, 
against 
the 
Highlanders of General Sir Gerald Gra- 
ham. 
He got his name from the fuzzled 
way he wore his loftg hair, bleached with 
lime to a dirty bay color. Under Osman 
Digns, the celebrated Mahdi's chief aide, 
he gave way biit slowly before the Brit- 
ish discipline, finally taking possession 
of the intrenched camp of Tamanieb and 
holding the invaders to the narrow strip 
of Suakim for years. 


From 1881 to 1885 Mohammed Mahdi, 
the famous Mahdi, led his tens of thou- 
sands of desperate dervishes—that being 
the name of his sworn followers—against 
Egyptian 
and 
British 
troops, 
taking 
province after province until he had 
conquered tihe entire Soudan. 
These 
Mahdi soldiers proved veritable devils. 
November 23, 1882, they utteriy routed 
Hicks Padia, near El Obeid, the com- 
mander and his officers dying sword in 
hand. 
Khartoum was taken and Gen- 
eral Gordon spi^ared to death th^ early 
part of 1886. 
Kasaala surrendered and 
subsequently the garrison of Bannaar. 
All of tile Soudan was the dervishes* 
•poil. And then the Mahdi died. But he 
had ahown England and Egypt what the 
BOA of the. desert could do in the way of 
fighting.

The Zolns 
King Cetywayo attacked a Britiah 
mand in broad daylight and extertai- 
ncted it, the loss heiag 700 British aa!- 
diers and 120 «»loaista.

January, 1879. 
At thia hattle Adja- 
tant Melvill and Lieutenant OoghUlt the 
former with the colora wr^^cd jAaat 
his body» were punmad by m haai of 
Zulus for more than a mile.

gether. Prince Louis Napoteen later was 
killed by Zulus. 


The French have felt the valiant spear 
of the soldier of King Behanrin of Da- 
homey, who received some of his military 
training in France. 
In 1893 he attacked

ing he fell back to a jungle and his 
capital, Aboumey, was finally taken. 


England has had a further taste of 
native fighting in her battles with the 
Matabele warriors.

Al- 
thong'h war still means death in the ulti- 
mate, th<»e who arp its most calloused 
advocates woruld hold np their hands in 
horror if men had to be manipulated 
prior to their killing in the old-fashioned 
•*vay now denounced as barbarous. 
Robinson Crusoe, it will be remem- 


oolunm of hi& diary the naked truth about 
his nnfortuflate 
posili-n and condition. 
Then he placed in a parallel column the 
more unfortunate things that might have 
happened to him and the worse places he 
might have been in. 
And from this he 
deduced a system of gratitude. 
If the 
great European war be considered in this 
Grcsoe fashion, then the Thanksgi^ng 
proclamations recently issued by Presi- 
dent Wilson aid the various State Gov- 
ernors " are not at all the "grim jokes 
that many dub them. 
In the midst of 
wholesale death and lingering slaughter 
there is sure cause for thankfulness that 
sickness, suffering, exposar«5 and hungei: 
have been lessened from twenty-five to 
fifty per cent, measured by the awful 
records' of the past. Terrific as the coa- 
flict is in total, there are positive com- 
forts enjoyéd' by the soldier of 1914 when 
tompared with his brother's experiences 
-of previous wars. " 


Chief of these comparative comforts is 
the revolution in roads. The automobile 
/has done it, but it makes no difference 
what the cause was, the good road is a 
fact. Read the marching feats of armies 
in the past and yoa will wonder that a 
human being could perform them. Thou- 
lands and thousands and thonsands di^ 
not perform them, but fell dead on the 
line of march. 


Study any ' military campaign of the 
past and always you will come to a point 
wbere all sorts of. tragedies happened big- 
caiuw of the failure of roads as transpor-

The road as a comfort factor is men- 
tioned first because so many things hinge 
on its use. 
Every necessity of the sol- 
dier centres there. 
G-ood roads can re- 
lieve his hunger honrs in advance of the 
poor 
highway. 
The 
supply 
train's 
passage is expedited many per cent over 
old times of war by the modem surfacing 
of thoroughfares. 
Rain is thus notably 
reduced as a detriment to marching 
progress. 
'Phc hospital 
establishment 
and accessories iirc distinctly advanced 
in their benefits by the better rommoni- 
cation facilities. 
Equipment necessary 
t> the soldier's comfort is brought for- 
ward much easier and much more cer- 
taii-ly. 
So, while the road of the last 
twenty years has not been improved in 
its entirety, so large is the percentage of 
beneficial change tiio conflict in Europe 
is immeasurably affected by i t 
Every- 
body knows how the latter-day asphalt 
or 
macadamized 
highway 
lookg—and 
feels—as it is travelled over. Contrast 
the passage of troops over such a road 
with the following from the diary of a 
soldier describing the retreat from Bur- 
gos to Ciudad Rodrigo by Wellington's 
army during November, 1812:— 


"The rain pouring down in torrents 
drenched us to the skin. The road, com- 
posed of clay soil, stuck to our shoes so 
fast that they were torn off our feet 
The nights were unusually dark and the 
cold winds blew . in heavy' gusts as the 
roads gradually became worse. 
After 
marching in this state for hours we 
halted in a field by the. roadside, piled 
our arms and were allowed to di8iK)se of 
ourselves as best we could. There was a 
lull in the rain and a fitful moon sailing 
through a dense mass of douds some- 
times. threw a- momentary gleam on the 
ymiserahle beings huddled 
together in 
every variety of posture, tr^ng to rest or 
screen themselves fiom the coUL 


"Swne were lying on the wet groimd, 
rolled Id rotten blankets. 
Some placed' 
their knapsacks ^n a stone and sat upon 
them, with their blankets wrapped about 
them, their heads resting on their knees, 
their teeth chattering with tbe cold. 
Long before daylight we wer^ ordered 
to «fall idT'and proceed on our x ^ t ^ t 
The rain had commenced to fall agaiia 
and' the roads were 'n<m knee d^ep in 
mud. Many men got «o fatigued ^drag- 
ging their feet and legs from the slongh 
tiiat, they could not follow. 
The símtíi^ 
wiagons,. slowly laboring through' the' 
mire, could ^ iM>t _ hold them alland ¡ thiey 
^ p p e d behind, to faU into fhe.^|uidi of^ 
our Frenesí .pnñniers. 
39ie feeling/of 
hunger was now, intense. 


"Át last the ra^ abated, .tmt the odd 


was extreme. 
At the nightly halt the 
men threw themselves down in the mud 
of the road praying for death to relievo 
their suffei-ing. 
And some prayed not 
in vain, for next morning, starting in the 
dark, wo stumbled over, many who had 
died during the night. 
Some of the 
corpses were completely submerged in 
the slough, and for aught we know the 
poor feUows, unable to rouse themselv^ 
from their 'sleep of utter exhaustion, 
were suffocated as the great mass of 
road mud closed over them. At last we 
dragged ourselves throngh that awful 
road into the outskirts of Rodrigo. 
We 
halted in the dark and shortly heard 
the >caU:—'Fall in for biscuit-!' ^We at 
last, got food, after four days of unex- 
ai^pled cold, rain, mud and fatigue. 
I 
hope never to pass through the like again. 
They said our commissary had not been 
able to puU through the mud. 
It was 
plainly a good reason, but it did our 
craving stomachs not a whit of good." 


It should be noted that the British 
soldiers on this awful "'hike" were not 
being rushed into bdttle where there is 
no ro9m for allowance about transporta- 
tion trials. They were simply marching. 
It is true the French were from ten to 
fifteen miles behind them, but the French 
could advance no faster than they—in 
fact, the fleers are always fleeter of foot 
than the pursuers, other things being 
equal, as they were in this instance. 
This suffering occurred on a plain, ordi- 
nary march on a plain, ordihary road 
of the period, during a rain. 
The good 
road of to-day would have decreased the- 
suffering and fatigue fifty per cent, be- 
cause Ciudad Rodrigo would have been 
reached in half the time, witli the expen- 
.diture of half the effort. 


Akin to the comfort of. good, highways 
in general for nse in modern warfare 
are the steam and trolley railroads. For

Why, some feeding of the present day 
places a greater variety of menu, and 
a menu served in better shape, than 
many a soldier is accustomed to in his 
own home. I do not mean to apply , this 
statement to the army majority, but it 
moi^ than fíts many^ individnal cases." 


The, methods of getting^ food to the 
soldier and the methods of handling and 
preparing it have been modernized to % 
: high pointl^ comparative comfort. Food 
deliyery to the soldier is not delayed for 
many of ^ e reasons of the old days—^ 
among : ^em the v.ery valid reason of 
muddy roads. 
There's some mqd delay 
still,' but far- from thè amonñt there used 
to- be. 
The »rmles- of Europe are not 
suffering from lack of food or its serving. 
They ' are '^endur^ hardtop« in ^ suffí- 
cient number, bnt'^e lack of food does

the canying thfough 
of the eating 
details. Along the sides of the cars are 
ranged big steam boilers, great cooking 
kettles, steam overta, ranges and other 
modem apparatus for successful culinaty 
operation. 
In the centre ahd extending 
the length of the cars are counters on 
which food is served. 
Suspended from 
the ceiling or roof are rows, of plates, 
and beneath the counter, in specially 
prepared" cupboards, are dishes, saucers, 
knives, forks, spoons and other necessary 
articles. Above the counter tin cans are 
ranged in rows, in which soup, coffee, 
tea and other liquids can be served. Con- 
trast this with the transportation of 
troops from New York to Washington 
in 1861, when men were piled pell-mell 
into the crude seated cars of the 
with 
a stale sandwich for sustenance during 
the long and weary hours of transit to 
the capital. 


And in the equipment 
measure/the 
modern comfort of warfare with the 
soldier's accoutrements and furnishings 
in the past 
No report comes that the 
armies

are .insufficiently 
clothed' or

Compare this fact 
-with the statement of a soldier attached 
to the Confederate Army of Northern 
Virginia during the winter of 1863- 
1864, on the eve of the^ campaign of the

"When we marched into the Wilder 
ness that May of '64 I heard brave feä- 
JoTvs joke as they walked along bare-, 
footed, saying they were in luck because 
the soles of their feet had become so 
ciilloused they would be under no ex- 
pense for shoe repairing. 


"The nights of those a-wfnl spring day» 
were far from warm, and soldiers whose 
bare breasts and arms and 
couW 
be seen through their tattered Cfothfis 
grimly gave thanks that the ^Wilderness 
was on fire in places, as i t made it a 
trifle Tvarmuh.' I've seen soldiers shiv- 
ering through lack of foot ajid- hody 
covering cheer 'Marse Bob' as General 
liCC rode by, and ask him to 'please 
hurry up the trouble, so we can git agoin' 
and git warm.' 


"When Confederate tnx^s "wlio liad 
fought under Johnston and Hood., ii" 
xGeotgia joined our army early in 1865 
they were even worse than we were. As 
they filed by our lines to take up a 
position assigned 
them we good na- 
turcdly plagued them by calling them rag-, 
muffins. You never saw such clad mes 
abroad anü not jailed for ez^tosure of 
person. 
Coxey's army of recent yeam 
was a dress suit crorwd in comparison." 


A 
letter of General Lee, 
written 
March, 186S—two years before the sof- 
fering and privation of the Southern sol- 
dier ceased—complains 
of the scant 
supply of "sassafras buds, -wild garlic, 
lamb's-quarter and poke sprouts,"-whiek 
the Confederate fighters gathered. Ca»t- 
tenden saw at Monocacy a dead battier: 
of the South, -who had for rations àa 
ounce of salt in a rag and two quarts 
of coarse meal-r-the com ground on the 
cob to make it "go further." This was 
indeed soldier food that latter day coon- 
m^saries would denounce as impossibl« 
sustenance for even mediocte fightem.

Sure enough we bad to porpoise, but 
in a second were down again in the dcii) 
basin beyond the bar.

against us. Wft ran at ten knots at a 
depth of forty feet and id no time at all 
had covered the mile from the entrance 
to v;hcre the raen-o'-war were reported 
to lie. 
Now was the time.

V)cdoes were in place in their tubes, six

We kept .'îlowly on and soon 
heurd the uiunistakable boom of heavy 
guns. I took tiiut to mean, oar ruse was 
succeeding, and niy hopes of success 
against the eriii-sef surged Ijigh. 


We porpoised and T found we were near- 
ly five hundred yards to the starboard of 
the big cruiseh We ran full speed ahead 
straight up to hor bow. We were quickly 
sighted, hut before they could get their 
starboard guns, into action—they -were 
so busy firing on the port side—I had 
launched No. 2 torpedo and was at the 
bottom again. I had my nerA'cs well under 
control so that my hand didn t shaKC 
at this second ¡shot. This time I heard 
the e.Tplosion, a long roaring boom that 
must have meant her magazine went, 
too. I must say I never saw cooler men 
than our crew. When you're a hundred 
feet or so below the shots and cries of 
battle they're neitier exciting nor grew- 
Bome. I suppose I ought to have thought 
"with pity of the mang-led and dying 
above us, perhaps at that very moment 
sinking down to their graves, but that 
side of it didn't occur to me then. 
I 
Was steering a cotixse ^

cruiser. If I thought of death it was to 
hope we'd finish her before our time 
Came I decided to fire at longer range 
to have a shorter return run among the 
Wreckage of all three. 


In ten nmintes we had porpoised and 
got the desired range, unobserved by 
the cruiser, which was lowering her boats 
to assist the others.

ten, or 17.5 per cent., showed a normtid 
constitution and development. 


The ten sober families had sixty-one 
children, five only dying in the first 
weeks; four were affected with curable 
diseases of the nervous system; two 
only presented inborn defects. The re- 
maining 
fifty—8L0 
per 
cent.—^were 
normal in their constitution and develop- 
ment. 
From this series of investiga- 
tions we derive the sad truth that among 
the children of drinkers the prevailing 
mortality is fearful, that the surviving 
represents a pitiful crowd afflicted with 
unsoundness of mind, idiocy, èpilepsy 
and other disturbances of their nervous 
system, and that only a very small pro- 
portion of the descendants grow up as 
useful members of society.—Herald of 
Health.

Fixing Up the 


Chicken House 


"Have 
yoTi 
flx«d 
up 
the 
chicken 
house?" 
This question was recently 
isked a t a meetlnB of farmers, and 
only one raised his hand In t h e afflrm- 
iiUve. 


Outside.—Nail down loos* batten», 
ildingf, shingles or roofing. 
P u t 
In 
whole glass -where any Is broken. Use 
building paper, r a t h e r t h a n banking, 
for the latter is' oft?n wet f r o m the 
eaves and causes dampness. 
< 


. Inside.—If t h e house Is of wood and 
«Ingle-boarded, line It with building- 
paper of some kind. 
The 
roosting 
chamber should have two or 
three 
thicknesses of paper overhead and on 
all sides. 
This is commonly formed 
by the roof and sides of the building, 
and the dropplng-boards for the floor. 


As the dropplng-boards are 
com- 
monly 3 feet 8 inches wide, this width 
will admit of using three roosts, which 
may be made of poles or 2x4's, «lightly 
rounded, 
nailed 
edgewise 
on 
cross- 
pieces of 2x8 resting on the dropplng- 
boards. 
The 
length 
of 
the 
three 
roost« will be determined by the n u m - 
ber 
of 
fowls, 
allowing 
8 feet 
for 
twelve hens. 


The roosUng-chamber must be made 
larger or smaller, according to 
the 
number of fowls kept, by a movable 
partition of light framework, covered 
with cloth or building paper. 
A cur- 
tain of muslin, 
or burlap, or 
some 
other materia], is hung in front of 
the roosts, to prevent drafts and con- 
serve the natural heat of the 
flock. 
By the use of the partition and cur- 
tain, the comfort of the flock may be 
maintained in all kinds of weather. 


Ample 
nest-room 
should 
be 
pro- 
vided, for supplying which 
cracker- 
boxes may be divided and placed on 
supports beneath the dropping-boards. 
Eight nests are sufficient for 25 hen.s. 


A dust-box should be placed in front 
of a window, and kep* filled with sift- 
ed hard-coal a."5hes. 


There should be a hopper for dry- 
mash on the wall: also one for grit, 
.shells and charcoal. 


A water-table should also be pro- 
vided, so that the water may not be 
easily tipped over, or filled with lit- 
ter when 
the 
hens 
are 
scratching. 
The floor, of whatever kind, should be 
covered with litter to the depth of 6 
inches; and this should be 
renewed 
as often as it becomes foul or damp. 
The grain feed should be scattered in 
the litter, to induce exercise. 


Ventilation.—It Is conceded that the 
muslin f r o n t gives the best ventila- 
tion. 
Too much glass will cause the 
house to be too w a r m when the sun 
ihlnes, and too cold a t other times. 
At least one-half of the open surface 
should be covered with muslin, burlap 
or some other cloth material. 
In a 
house with gable room, a straw-loft 
may 
furnish 
sufficient 
ventilation. 
Hens will lay well In any house that 
'jp dry and comfortable, if fed a well- 
balanced ration of farm-grrown feeds.

fruit 
growing, partly, perhaps, because they 
began a t once to look a f t e r the pest 
when Its presence was discovered in 
other states. 
But the scale has been 
gradually Invading our orchards until 
It Is now liable to be discovered on 
fruit trees anywhere 
In the 
United 
States. 
This means simply that 
we 
Jshall be compelled to do w h a t 
our 
neighbors are doing if we wish 
to 


¡cases sufficiently valuable to Justify 
i the expense of spraying, but neighbors 
I who have invested more

means of destroying scale insects is 
growing greater 
«very year, as 
the 
acreage In fruit Increases. 
It Is cus- 
tomary to concede to Insect pests of 
ordinary crops one-tenth of the total 
value of the crop, and applying this 
to our f r u i t crops of last year we may 
be said to have lost, as a result of In- 
sect depredations, 
m a n y millions of 
dollars. 


Most of the Injury and 
resulting 
loss can be prevented. 
Spraying alone 
will save the 
greater part. 
Three- 
fourths of the codling m o t h

Nurseries are In great and constant 
danger f r o m the unimpeded spread of 
pests. 
F o r their protection It is Im- 
portant t h a t orchards be looked after 
more closely than they have been In 
the past, since they are frequently the 
source f r o m which nurseries become 
infested. 
But since the scale Is now 
I well established throughout the entire 
United 
States 
it will 
be 
necessary, 
whatever precautions orchardlsts may 
take, t h a t nurserymen gruard their es- 
tablishments with special care if they 
are to merit the confidence and pat- 
ronage of the buyer of nursery stock. 


Fumigation with hydrocyanic 
acid 
gas Is the treatment which Is now be- 
ing adopted everywhere as a means of 
saving the nursery stock. 
To confine 
the gas about the stock It is necessary 
to construct a gasrtlght house or box. 
Which It shall bo depends chiefly on 
the quantity of stock to be 
treated. 
F o r a small nursery of a few thousand 
trees, a box 
measuring 
feet can be constructed, giving a ca- 
pacity of about 100 cubic feet, or If the 
stock Is very small a box m o r e easily 


handled can be made. 
Th« box shontd 
be of matched stuff, without 
knots, 
the walls and lid of double thickness, 
with two thicknesses of tarred build- 
ing paper between. 
The Inside of the 
box should be palnied and the Joints 
closed carefully with white lead. 
The 
lid should be closely fitted by mea^ns 
of felt glued along the edges of the 
box. 
W h e n 
the 
lid Is In place 
It 
should be secured tightly by wedges 
so as to pravent the escape of gas. 


Fumigation Box In TTso. 


A house may be constructed of the 
same material and In the same way. 
i t should 
have a 
door 
fitting 
very 
tightly, and for convenience In airing 
out quickly a small door at the back 
should be made. 
Its exact size does 
not matter grreatly, but the dose used 
must be very carefully computed 
to 
comply with 
the 
following 
Instruc- 
tions: 


F o r 
each 
100 cublo feet 
enclosed 
the following chemicals are required 
for each lot of trees treated: 


Cyanide of potassium, 1 ounce 
(98 
per cent pure). 


Commercial sulphuric a d d , 2 oun- 
ces (of good grade). 


Water. 4 ounces. 
After 
fllllng 
the space with 
trees 
the water 
is poured 
Into a 
crock, 
then the sulphuric acid Is added little 
by little and the crock la placed In 
the box or house. 
The cyanide of 
potassluiti, broken Into bits no larger 
t h a n a hickory nut. Is poured Into the 
crock and the door Is quickly shut. 


At th« end of fifty minutes» or an 
hour, the doors are opened for ten 
minutes to air out, when the trees 
can be removed to make room for 
another lot. 


The trees should not Imi fuiiifgated 
when wet. 


They should net be too tli^tly 
packed In the box. 


The time of exDosure must nerer 
be shortened. 


The' chemicals should be of the 
quality speclfled. 


To make sure t h a t the house 
or 
box Is gas-tight It should always be 
tested 
before 
beginning 
operations.

escapes, the crevices will be apparent 
and must be closed. 


Fumigation will not destroy crown 
gall, black rot or canker. 
It can not 
be expected to destroy the eggs of 
Insects, 
nor 
Insects In their 
active 
stages when burrowing In the stems of 
trees. 
I t will destroy woolly aphis, 
or any other exposed insects In the 
larval or adult condition when suffi- 
cient chemicals are used and the ex- 
posure Is long enough. 


WDÏTEÂ PROTEOTION FOR ROSES.

Feed For 
Hie Dairy CoW 


During the winter months It Is gen^ 
erally found dlfllcult to provld« sneli 
food as Is necessary for the dalxy coW 
to keep up the regular flow of milk. 


At this season of the year feed 1& 
generally scarce—the proper kind for 
the dairy cow—and that which we 
have on hand is often of an inferior 
quality. 


After coming ofC the grem 
fnsh 
grass they do not relish snoh dry 
feed and being of an Inferior quality 
one will soon notice a great decreaae 
In the flow of milk. 


For tols reason It Is very Important 
for the f a r m e r to try and prorlde an 
abundance of dlfFerent feeds to make, 
up f o r this dry or Inferior feed. 


Of course the flow of milk cannot 
be kept up to w h a t they give during 
the spring and summer when pastured, 
but with plenty of flrst-class hay, such 
aa alfalfa and good clover, and 
fine 
feed of bran and c o m meal kept oit 
hand t h a t It m a y bo fed liberally two 
or three times a day as slops, ther* 
will not be so much decrease In t h e 
milk supply after all. 
That is. If It it 
given to them liberally and regularly. 


Do not think it is a waste^ to feed 
such feed when there isn't anything 
but dry hay of some kind to feed on. 
On the latter, the cow can 
barely 
maintain fier flesh, m u c h lew keep u p 
the milk supply. 


When we have good clover hay and 
alfalfa, not so much of the bran, fine 
feed or meal Is required, as both, w h e a 
cured properly, are very strong feeds 
and cattle thrive on them. 


I a m not going to attempt to gtrm 
the amount that should be fed, as I 
leave that for the dairyman to decide 
for himself. 
W h a t I wish to Impress 
upon the reader's mind Is this: 
The 
necessity of having on hand always a 
liberal supply of bran, meal, flne feed, 
etc., to go with the dry hay or c o m 
fodder, which Is generally of an In- 
ferior quality, fed at this season of the 
year. 


Without the above feed mentioned. 
It is impossible for the dairyman 
to 
obtain good results during the season 
when cattle are not pastured. 


Apples should be kept just aboye t h e 
freezing point in the cellar, if possible. 
Potatoes a t a temperature of 40 de- 
grees and squash in a dry place w h e r e 
they will not freeze. 


The squashes should be fed early In 
the winter, as under ordinary storage 
conditions they cannot -be depended 
upon f o r long keeping. 


Of the apples, the culls of the early 
winter varieties are, of course^ flrst 
used. 
Those of the longer-keeping 
varieties m a y be reserved 
for 
later 
feeding. 


A bran mash with chopped beets of 
carrots stirred Into it I3 a great treat 
and is a beneflclal form of feeding 
which should be offered occasionally. 
Be sure that, the bran or meal offered 
to the 
cow 
is sweet 
and 
good 
or' 
trouble m a y result 


T h e - c o m stalks m a y be fed once a 
day and clover or oat h a y at another 
meal. 
The last meal of the day being 
the bran and vegetable mixture. 


Squashes and large beets should al- 
ways be partly cut up as they 
are 
difficult for a cow to naanage 
when 
whole.

CURING AND 1ŒEPING SMOKED MEAT 


Meat t h a t Is to be cored should al- 
ways be thoroughly cooled and be cut 
into convenient sixes, before It Is put 
into t h e brine or packed In dry salt. 
The pieces most commonly used f o r 
this purpose are ham, shoulder >and 
bacon 
pieces 
f r o m 
pork; 
and 
the 
cheaper cuts, such as t h e plate, shoul- 
der and chuck ribs, of beef. 
Mutton 
is very seldom cured and 
preserved, 
but 
Is mostly 
used fresh. 
All 
the 
pieces that are to go through the cur- 
ing process should be well trimmed, 
so as to have no ragged 
edges 
or 
scraggy ends left, as» these 
portions 
will become dry and 
be 
practically 
wasted. 


The two methods of curing 
m e a t 
t h a t are commonly used are the brine 
process and dry-curing. 
Brine-cured 
meats a r e probably the best for f a r m 
use, f o r several reasons. 
In the 
flrst 
place, on most f a r m s It Is Impossible 
to secure a desirable place In iPhlch 
to- dry-cure. 
It Is also less trouble to 
handle the m e a t when biine-oured; as 


the only attention that it requires Is 
to properly prepare and pack the meat 
In the vessel, and prepare the brine 
for It. 
Whereas, In the case of the 
dry-curing method. It requires consid- 
erable time to rub and salt the meat 
at different tlmes^ 


During moderate weather, smoked 
meat may be left in the -smoke-house 
for some time. 
The house should be 
kept perfectly dark, and well enough 
ventilated to prevent dampness. 
A 
dry, cool cellar or attic, with free cir- 
culation, will be a satisfactory place 
for smoked meats at all seasons, if 
It is kept dark and the flies are ex- 
cluded. 


If to be held only a short time, hams 
and ^ bacon will need only to be hung 
out separately, w.lthout covering. For 
longer keeping. It will be necessary 
to wrap them flrst in waxed paper and 
then in burlap, canvas or muslin, and 
to hang them In an airy, cool place; 
the object being to gain a unlfohn 
temperature and to keep away Insects. 
—^Andrew Boss.

Right Feed Gives 


H^d-SheD Eggs 


The feeding of hens for the produc- 
tion of hard-shelled eggs, not easily 
breakable in handling, is possible and 
demands attention. Shells vary great- 
ly In strength. 
A strong, heavy shell 
is not nearly so likely to be broken by 
the jars, jolts and rough handling In- 
cident to ordinary shipment as a weak 
one. 


Chemical analysis shows that the 
shell of the egg is largely carbonate of 
lime, but that it also contains carbon- 
ate of magnesia, mineral phosphate 
and some organlo matter. 
If strong 
shells are to be produced, the mineral 
elements must not be lacking. 
Grains 
that are ordinarily fed do not contain 
these mineral elements in sufficient 
proportions, and an additional and 
sepárate supply is necessary. 
Fortun- 
ately, these mineral elements are avail-, 
able in much cheaper forms than In 
grains. 
L*lme Is the principle' ingre- 
dient of oyster shells, which may be 
procured for about $12.00 a ton.

"4. Any Irregular bleeding occur- 
ring at the change of life should In- 
varliLbly be submitted to a physician's 
Investigation. 
In a large number of 
cases it means commencing cancer. 


"8. Any wart rr sore occurring on 
the lower Hp of a man after 45 years 
of age Is almost certainly cancer. 
If 
removed at once the cure Is certain. If 
neglected the result Is generally fatal. 

Any sore or swelling occurring 
on the tongue or Inside of the mouth 
in a man after 45 years of age should 
be submitted to investigation without 
a moment's delay, and the decision at 
once arrived at by an expert micro- 
scopical examination whether it Is can- 
cer or not.

TO DRAFT CHANGES 


IN LAW FOR CITIES 


Fort Wayne and South Bend 


to Lead Work for New 
Acts and Amendments. 


As the result of a conference held in 


Indianapolis Thursday at which HayorVY. 
.!. Hosey and City Attorney (Juy Colcr- 
ielc, of Fort Wayne, and Mayor Fred W. 
Keller, of South Rend, were, in attend- 
ance, bills for several important changes 
in anil additions to the cities and towns 
code as effecting cities of the second 
class will be drafted and presentod to 
tiiu next session of the legislature. Of 
these bills City Attorney Colt-rick will 
draw the majority and South Bend will 
prepare the others. 


Among.the measures agreed upon as 


necessary one of the most important 
relates to the procedure for making | 
condemnations 
and 
assessments 
for j 


street openings. 
Tho bill upon that 


subject will provide that where assess- 
ments of benefits *nd damaees have 
been made and appeal in any case taken 
from the board of worki>, with th» result 
that damages in excess of tho board's 
award have been adjudged by courts, 
the board of works may rescind all ac- 
tion and make a re funder to property 
owners who have paid their assessments 
or as an alternative may make a reas- 
sessment and, prorate among tho prop- 
erty owners the excess allowed by the 
courts. This will exempt the city from 
obligations to pay such excess out of the 
general fund as now is the case. It will 
also provitlo for bonding such assess- 
ments, as in the case of pavements. 


It was agreed that there should be 11 


bill clearly defining tho procedure and 
matter of laying the cost of installing 
and 
maintaining 
ornamenal • lighting 


systems. Fort Wayno has had litiga- 
tion on this subject and South Bend also 
has problems. 


Another bill will provide that a city 


may grade and curb streets by assess- 
ment without the establishment of other 
improvements. This will bo offered as 
a part to be incorporated in and made 
an essential part of tho street improve- 
ment laws and will so remove the ob- 
stacle of a recent supremo court deci- 
sion that forbids making assessments 
for such improvementa. 


A very important measure will be one 


that shall provide that when bonded as- 
sessments for street improvements have 
been prepaid interest for the balance of 
the torm for 
which asicssments have 


been bonded 
(hall 
cease. 
Under the 


present law interest in paid for tho full 
term, which works u hardship on prop- 
erty owners. 
Recently it was shown 


tiat by tho cessation of interest in some 
cities those municipalities had to go 
into their general funds to make it up 
to the holder* of tho bonds. 


An amendment will be drawn to per- 


mit a majority of property owners on a 
street proposed to b« improved, by peti- 
tion, to have thu improvement mado in 
cases where the estimiitiid cost of im- 
provement is in vxc««» of 60 per cent, of 
the vitluu of the property abutting. 


Another measure will raise the maxi- 


mum salary of the clerk of the board of 
public works in any city of the (eoond 
class from $1,000 to $1;800 by action of 
thn city council.

The Garbage Collection Bids. 


The board of public works now has under consider- 


ation bids for the collection oI'irarbagc in Fort Wayiie dur- 
ing the coming year. Proposals liave"1>een submitted both 
lor the work as a whole and by individual bidders who dc- 
B)'rc to take on the work by small districts, the latter be- 
ing the plan which has been followed during the year now 
closing. Garbage collection, while in no sense an inviting 
topic, is nevertheless a matter o|r vital importance from tho 
(standpoint of health, com Fort and public, sanitation and to 
that extent it enlists the interest of every eiizen. 


The Sentinel believes that no system which has been 


followed since .Fort AVayne undertook the municipal col- 
lection of garbage has proven so successful as the individ- 
ual district arrangement which has been in use during the 
year now closing. Doubtless it will never be humanly pos- 
sible to secure absolutely perfect col lection'of garbage in 
any city, but the individual plan has assuredly been pro- 
ductive of more punctual and more regular collection, 
fewer complaints and less dissatisfaction than under the 
old lump-contract system, the very recollection of which 
Amounts to little less than a night mare. In the present ar- 
rangement the one-team bidder with an individual district 
for which to be responsible, has done vastly better work 
than resulted when the contract for the entire city was in 
the hands of one concern. The individual bidder has cam- 
paigned for garbage-wrap]iing until it is said that fully 85 
per cent, of the kitchen garbage is now thus treated be- 
fore it is placed in the receptacles at the homes. Tic has 
taken more pains with his work because his responsibil- 
ity was more definitely fixed to a particular district, and 
'the general rcsnlt has been an improvement over any 
other plan yet tried in this city. It is possible that the 


:expense may slightly in excess of that of the general 
contract system, but it is worth it to have the work well 
done, and the taxpayer is never unwilling to pay for ef- 
ficient service. It is the other .sort that arouses his ire. 
The bids have not been made public, as yet, and we are 
entirely without figures on them, but in the opinion of 
The Sentinel the hoard of public works will best serve the? 
people of Fort Wayne by continued and watchful devel- 
opment of the district plan of garbage collection. 


The interstate commerce commission has responded 


lo the cry for help from the railroads by granting the ap- 
proximate 5 per cent, increase in freight rates for which 
ihe roads have been contending. Tt is estimated that the 
action will add something like $30,000,000 per year to the 
earnings of the roads east of the Mississippi and north of 
,the Potomac and the Ohio rivers. Let ns hope the advance 
will bring an early return of the prosperity predicted by 
•the rail men in making their request. Whether or no the 
railroads secured all for which they had hoped, the grant- 
ing of the increase is a testimonial of the fact that {here i 
h disposition to be absolutely fair with the railroads, and 
that they may safely trust their case with the people.

GERMANY, IS NOW HERE 


Rev. Kunstmann Finds His 


Australian Citizenship 


an Embarassment. 


Ucv. John Kunstmann, together with 


liis wifu and two small children, arrived 
in Fort WAV no Friday afternoon from 
New York city, where they landed last 
Tuesday, and will bo the guestd of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Charles 
llohdu, 
of 
South 


IJroadway, for it fuw days. Hev. Kujist- 
nuuin in well known among the (fi-rman 
rcnidcnts of this city. 
Jlo studied for 


tho ministry at Ooncordln. college, wns 
in Dresden, (icrmn.ny. when hostilities 
liogiin in Kuropu and in im interview 
with a .Sentinel reporter told of tho mis- 
fortunes which befell him and his fam- 
ily in the old country. 


"Although a native of Germany, I am 


a British oubject, being a cltizon'of Vic- 
toria, 
Australia, and 
was 
therefore 


looked upon and treated as an cnoniy of 
iho fatherland," said Rev. Kunstmann. 
'Wo nil wern under polico surveillance 
ever since the war broke out and had 
to report twice daily a.t the police sta- 
tion. My son Martin was arrested on 
November (i and taken us a. prisoner of 
war to n concentration camp near Ber- 
lin, but f succeeded in getting him free 
that time, proving to the satisfaction 
jf the military authorities that Martin 
being born in Victoria WOH not a Brit- 
ish subject proper, but only a colonist 
and therefore exempt from the severe 
measures against Englishmen. 


"On November IS [ received notice to 


quit Dresden, as did other foreign citi- 
zens of certain classes, but all men from 
15 to 55, with the exception of medical 
men and clergymen, had to stay behind 
as prisoners of war. Being a clergyman, 
permission was granted me to leave 
Germany with my wife and family, but 
my son Martin was detained. 
All ef- 


forts to obtain his release proved fruit- 
less." 


"Wo were crlven ten days to leave our 


home," continued the pastor, "and on the 
27th left Dresden for Rotterdam, Hol- 
land, where we set sail for tho United 
States on the steamship Potsdam and 
after a stormy vovaeo of two weeks 
landed in New York."

in time of war these "skeleton" compa- 
nies, troons and batteries would have 
to hr> filled up with recruit*—green men. 
Tills Is bod enough. But on examina- 
tion of the annual returns rendered by 
the adjutants general of the several 
states reveals that, even this "minimum 
strength" Is not reached. 


"Such an examination for the year 


end*! December 31. 1013," says General 
Mills, "will reveal the fact that the or- 
ganized militia as a whole Is deficient 
In strength and that 
this 
deficiency 


ranches the serious figure of nearly 18,- 
mcnl 


"Tt will show that more than 80 per 


cent, of the Infantry and engineer com- 
panies, 70 per cent, 
of 
the .cavalry 


troops, 80 per cent, of the coast artil- 
lery companies, and practically all of 
the field artillery batteries, are below 
the. prescribed minimum." 


In addition it is found that "only one 


militia division (tho Sixth) has its full 
quota of field artillery. 


Seven of the twelve divisions have no 


engineer troops whatsoever, two have 
more than tho required quota, and three 
havo one or more organizations, but less 


the. proper quota.

It was stated at thc 
time of tbe war that a favorite ruse was 
to auk for quarter, as if Ihe idea were 
genuine, and then destory the enemy wbo 
was weak enough to listen to their prayer. 


At thc battle of Sedan a regiment of 


Tnrcos held a pivotal point, of the field 
for an hour afler three of the European 
regiments of tin- army had successively 
necomc demoralized under fire and re- 
treated. 
Just eighteen of the Turcos 


survived the fearful cannon firc on the 
point they defended. 
When ordered to 


retire they withdrew sullenly, turning a 
loolt of scorn on the French officer who 
gave them the command.

The Dairy Cow 


During the winter months it is gen.. 


erally found difficult to provide such 
food as Is necessary for the dairy cow 
to keep up the regular flow of milk. 


At this season ol the year feed !«, 


generally scarce—the proper kind for 
the dairy cnw—on(' that which t»« 
have on hand is often of an Inferior 
quality. 


After coming off the green fresh 


grass thay do not relish such dry 
feed and being of an Inferior duality 
one -mil goon notice a (Treat decrease 
In the flow of milk. 
For this reason it Is very Important 


for the farmer to try and provide an 
abundance of different feeds to mak* 
up for this dry or Inferior feed. 


Of course the- flow of milk cannot 


b* kept up to what they give during 
the spring and summer when pastured, 
but with plenty of first-class hay. *nch 
as alfalfa and (rood clover, and fln« 
feed of bran and corn meal kept on 
hand that It may be fed liberally two* 
or -three times a day as slops. ther« 
will not be BO much decrease In tin 
ml'.k gupply aft»r oil. That is, if it U 
Riven to them liberally and regularly. 


Do not think it Is a waste to feed 


such feed when there Isn't anything 
but dry hoy of some kind to feed on.

Tho squashes should bo fed early In 


the winter, as under ordinary storage 
conditions they cnnnot be depended 
upon for.Jong keeping.

The' fertlllxlnc value of tho manure 
produced by th* different clauses of 
farm anlmata in th* United States, 
would, therefore, be for horse* and 
mules, $764,100.000; cattle, $1,400,- 
100,000; hog*, *19S,000,000; and sheep, 
1115,000,000: or a total of »2,477,100.- 
000.
